“The Late C. F. Aylesworth 


In the death of Mr. Charles Fraser 
ylesworth, of this village, whose 
uneral took place last Sunday, Madoc 
loses one of its pioneers. 

Mr. Aylesworth, who had been a

5th, 1834, and was a son of the late

arnestown, and was one of eleven 
children, of whom four still survive. 
Mr. Aylesworth entered the Govern- 
ment service in 1863 When Quebee was 
still the centre of Government. His 
first appointment was that of surveyor 
of Carlow township.

lesworth rose to the position of first 
constructor and then inspector of col-

Ontario, which position he held until 
bis retirement in 1903. Among the re-

_ then unpopulated nature of the di 
trict it may be said that his jurisdi 
tion at first extended from the Ottawa 
river to Fort William. : 

_ Mr. Aylesworth was a life-long Lib- 
eral, and represented Madoc village in 
the county council, He frequently 
served as arbitrator in railway dis- 
putes, Mr.Aylesworth was a descend- 
ant of the United Empire Loyulists,

To Drain or Not to Drain 
Prof. W. H. Day has recently been 
making calculations on the fin- 
ancial side of drainage. A farmer has 
50 acres that is rather wet but 
thongh not diained it gives say $ 
perucre, The value of the crop tor 
tive vears in succession, together with 
compound inte would be $4144 at 
the end ot the five years. If however 
he were to drain 10 acres of the land 
each year, and if the drainage in- 
creased the value of the crop by $10 
per acre (which is a low estimate) then 
the value of the crop for tive years, 
with interest, would be $5748. After 
yaying for the drainage, with interest, 
be would have left $4124, the same 
within $20 as if ke had not drained, 
but if he drained the whole 20 acres 
at once then the five crops, with in- 
terest would be worth $6909. This 
after paying for the drainage would 
leave him a balance of $5121, which is 
$977 more than if he had not drained. 
During the next five-year period drain- 
age by the installment plan would net 
him $1604 more than not to drain at 
all, and the complete drainage would 
enrich him by $2764 more than no 
drainage. 
The price allowed for drainage in 
the calculation was $28 per acre, and 
the increase in the crop was placed at 
$10 per acre. Asa matter of fact the 
increase isusually worth much more 
than this. so that the computation is 
somewhat unfair to drainage, how- 
ever itis better to err on the safe side. 
But the increase in crop is not tke 
only return from drainage, the value 
ot the land is largely increased. This 
is illustrated in the case of a certinin 
farm in Lincoln county. It was 
bought for $6,000 about two years ago. 
Last year $2,000 was spent in draining 
i und it has since been sold for 


some

PIERCED THE ALPS. 


Scene When the Two Borings In the 
Lotschberg Tunnel Met. 

The colossal task of piercing the 
Bernese Alps between the Kander val- 
ley on the north und Rhone valley on 
the south is completed, says a dispatch 
from Kandersteg, Switzerland, to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. The new tunnel, 
known as the Lotschberg tunnel, is 
about nine and a half miles long. en- 
tering the mountains at Kandersteg 
and emerging at Goppenstein, near 
Gampel, on the Rhone. ‘The tunnel has 
been under construction for five years 
and has cost $10.000,000, 

The last dividing wall between the 
two borings, which was about three 
feet thick, was pierced at 2 o’clock in 
the morning. The hole was not de 
tected until the wreckage bad been re- 
moved. It was first seen by a miner 
from the soutb side, who set a drill 
through the hole and then realized the 
fact and stopped the boring. There 
was then repeated and prolouged 
cheering through the entire tunnel. M-. 
Moro, the chief engineer of the south 
side, slipped through the hole, followed 
by all the workmen and engineers from 
the south side.

Respect Your Furniture. 

There is a right and 1 wrong way to 
clean furniture, nd the correct meth- 
od is undoubtedly the easier, which is 
a hopeful message to housekeepers. 
The flat willow abomination known as 
a furniture whip should never be al 
lowed to touch stuffed furuiture, no 
matter how cheap the covering, for the 
only result from its use is irreparable 
injury. 

The dust which sifts through the cov- 
ering settles in the stuffing, and the 


| sole action of the whip is to bring 
| this dust to the surface in ridges, which 
| all] future dusting of the outside fails 


to remove. Turniture which has beep 
treated in this way on examination will 
be found to bear dark marks corre- 


sponding to the stroke of the whip, und 


delicate colors, especially in brocatelle, 
lose their fresbne and beauty yery 
soon, not from usuge, but from a mis- 
tuken idea of their care. 


All furniture should be protected 
framt the dust as much as_ possible. 
When a room is swept all the lighter 
articles should be removed and the 
heavier ones covered closely.

with the broom, then a thorough wip- 


jing with the cloth, which may be 
dampened if the fubric will stand it.

Disinfecting Theaters.

SOME UNUSUAL SOUP RECIPES 


That Are Good and Appetizing For the 
Winter Dinner.

| and tasty recipes are so numerous that 
it is a pity this should be the 0. 
Try a variation of the familiar to 
mato bisque. Have the fruit we 
just a pound and cook them in salted 
water with either three or four white 
potatoes (peeled, of course), according 


to size, and have a bunch of sorrel in 
the water, When soft rub them 
through a sieve and hent again with 
some butter. Add the seasoning liked, 
boil up yet again and serve wiih toast 
fingers. 

Any poultry ‘stack makes a good 
soup in capable hands. “And by pout 
try stock are rakes not the extracted 


| juices of a whole fowl, but simply wa- 


ter in which the biped is boiled. 

This is the method followed by one 
adept manager to use up the super- 
fluous liquor when serving boiled fowl. 
To a pint and a quarter of the latter 
add justa little celery, 2 mere sliver of 
onion, a saltspoonful of peppercorns 
and a teaspoonful of salt or to taste. 
When it has reached the boiling point 
simmer it slowly helf an hour and aft- 
erward strain. Prepare the usual 
blend of flour and butter and gradual- 
ly pour on to it the boiling liquid. Add 
one cupful of milk and season with 
salt and pepper. 

If the yolk of one egg is slightly 
whipped, thinned with a tablespoon- 
ful of the soup and added to the pot- 
tage proper it makes for additional 
richness. In such case it must be sery- 
ed immediately or it will curdle. 


The Sheraton Work Table.

How to Clean Globes. 

An excellent way to clean obscured 
fas globes is to wash them with soap 
and warm water in which a little salts 
of lemon has been mixed, says Table 
Talk. 

The greaf difficulty in the way of 
getting the ground portion of the globe 
to look white is the grease which sets 
closely in the roughness and which 
does not seem to be thoroughly re- 
moved by soap and water alone or 
even with the help of soda. 

After the globes have been carefully 
washed in the manner recommended 
do not dry them with a cloth, but aft- 
er letting the tap run upon them for 
awhile place them where the water 
can drain off. It is an advantage to 
let them stand in a little sawdust or 
ona woolen cloth, as the water which 
runs down will then be soaked up as 
it flows, and the globes will dry more 
rapidly.

DON’T BURN LEAVES. 


They Should Be Turned Over Into the 
| Soil as Fertilizers. 


Fools burn leaves, leaving for them 
selves a pinch of poor ash, but send- 
ing back into the air what was taken 
from it by the process of growth. 
These thousands of tons are not made 
out of the earth, but out of the air, 
and are intended to be tarned over 
into soil. If you plant a tree in a 
tub of dirt and leave it there untii 
it weighs a hundred pounds you will 
find by weighing the dirt that the 
tree was not made up of whet was in 
the tub, but almost altogether of what 
it conld get from the air—carbon and 
nitrogen for the most part, with hydro- 
ren composing a good share of the 
liqutd part of sap. 

The elements of the soil that are 
not in the sir are deep down under 
the surface of the soil or incorporat- 
ed in the rocks. The most important 
are potash and phosphorus. You get 
some potash from ashes, weed waste,

Returns Per Cow 

Out of 2100 cows tested last month 
in Ontario for members of cow testing 
associations, 895 of them, or over one 
third of the total number recorded, 
gave yields of over 1,000 pounds of 
milk and 33 pounds of butter fat, 
Many cows gave over 40 pounds of 
fat. In sharp contrast ave some low 
ayerage yields, from all cows included 
in three or four associations, of less 
than 25 pounds of fat. With butter 
fat valued only at 20 cents per pound, 
this means that good cows are earn- 
ing $3.00 per month more than poor 
cows. If this average is multiplied by 
a milking period of ten months, it fol- 
lows that there is actually a difference 
in the incom» from two such cows of 
as much is $80.00 in the season, 

These astonishing differences are 
only brought to light and to the ap- 
prebension of owners when they be- 
gin to record weights of milk and to 
take samples for testing. If cows are 


viewed from a right prospective (a full 
season’s satisfactory produztion and 
not a brief, near-sighted glimpse of a 
record for a day or a week) not one 
will be retained in the herd that does 
not keturn a good profit; and such 
common differences as noted above 
will not be possible in the properly 


Gilmour Door Factory Destroyed

The Gilmour Door Factory closed 
down about ten months ago, since 
which time the owners, the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, have been selling 
piecemeal stock and machinery, The 
stock was practically all sold and most 
of the machinery.

SIZE OF BATTLESHIPS. 


Apparently the Limit of Bigness Has 
Not Yet Been Reached. 

The British Society of Naval Archi- 

tects has been discussing the size of 
battleships and inclines to the opinion 
that the limit hus by no means been 
reached. The discussion brought out 
the ratio of growth in Bngland. Bat- 
tlesbips have increased in the last ten 
years 60 per cent in displacement, 35 
per cent in length and 17 per cent in 
breadth. In speed more than two 
knots an hour bas been gained, and 
the weight of metal discharged in a 
brondside bas made the amazing 
growth from 4,000 to 12,500 pounds. 
Considering the matter of cost, it 
was said that two of the newest ves- 
sels could be built for about the price 
of three of the earNer and smaller pre- 
Dreadnought type. ‘The two modern 
vessels would, however, take into ac- 
tion a main armament one-third great- 
er than that of the three small vessels 
combined, and their working cost and 
expensiveness in maintenance and re- 
pairs would be less. Krom these con- 
siderations Professor J. J. Welch 
thought the policy of building big 
sbips was justitied. he unsettled 
question, one which naval officers 
could best answer, he said, was wheth- 
er ships of still greater size would not 
prove an advantage. 
Professor G. . Biles said the 
classic dictum used to be that “only 
numbers could annihilate,” but it was 
now antiquated. One Dreadnought 
could bave annihilated Nelson’s entire 
fleet at Trafalgar and, for the matter 
of that, the French and Spanish ships 
to boot. He was far from believing 
that the battleship limit bad been 
reached in vessels of 28,000 or 30,000 
tons,—New York Sun.

Text of the Lesson, Il Chron. xxxiv, 
1-13—Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden 
Toxt, Eccl. xii, 1—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This is an unusually good lesson for 


of a boy king who began to reign when 
he was only elght years old and he 
did right in the sight of the Lord, turn- 
Ing neither to the right band nor to 
the left. Reference should be made 
to that other boy, King Joash, who 
began to reign when he was only 
seven years old and rejgned forty 
years in Jerusalem. He also did right 
in the sight of the Lord as long as 
|\Jeholada the priest instructed him, 
jbut in his later years he caused Je- 
| holada’s son to be stoned to death be- 
cause he brought him a rebuke from 
the Lord (11 Kings xil; II Chron. xxiy). 
Josiah reigned thirty-one years in Je 
rusalem; but, although he was a good 
|king and wrought great reforms and 
kept the greatest passover since the 
days of Samuel (II Chron, xxxv, 18), 
yet the last part of his reign was 
clouded by willfulness, which cost him 
his life and caused Jeremiah the 
|prophet to lament for him, for Jere- 
jmiah prophesied during the last eight- 
jeen years of bis reign (Jer. 1, 1, 2). 
That even a very young person can 
serve the Lord we learn also from the 
|story of Samuel, who as a child minis- 
|tered unto the Lord (1 Sam. fi, 18, 21, 
26; fil, 1). The prephet Jeremiab said 
when called to his office, “Ah, Lord 
God, behold, 1 cannot speak, for 1 am 
a child,” but the Lord strengthened 
him and assured him (Jer. i, 6-9). Tim- 
othy from a child knew the Scrip- 
tures, and our Blessed Lord said at 
the age of twelve, “Il must be about 
my Father's business” (Luke ii, 49). 

The life of the Lord Jesus was ab- 
solutely perfect all through. The life of 
Samuel was about as nearly perfect 
as ordinary mortals, by the grace of 
God, get to it, and with him I as- 
sociate Josepb and Daniel. But when 
reedeemed by the great sacrifice of 
Christ we must take no other pattern. 
than His life who left us an example 
that we should follow His steps (1 Pet. 
{i, 21). The only way is to continual- 
ly “consider Him" and “run witb pa- 
tience, looking unto Jesus” (Heb. xil, 
1-3). One of the most remarkable 
things about Josiah was that he was 
mentioned by name 300 years before 
he was born by an unnamed prophet 
who predicted that he would do cer- 
tain things, which he did exactly as 
predicted (1 Kings xiii, 1, 2, and II 
Kings xxiii, 1-17). Josiah was one of 
seven men in the Bible story who were 
mentioned by name before they were 
born. Let those who are interested 
search them out 

Avery interesting incident to me 
concerning the other boy king, Joash, 
is the way the money was obtained to 
repair the house of the Lord. I refer 
to the chest. with the hole in the lid, 
placed by the altar to receive the of- 

| ferings of the people, and it worked 
splendidly, and money was gathered 
in abundance. Whether Josiah gath 
ered his money for repairs in the same 
way or not it is not said, but the same 
thing is written in each case concern- 
ing the workmen—viz, that no reckon- 
ing was kept with them because they 
dealt faithfully (11 Kings xil, 9-15; 
xxii, 7). “4 ie al 
Note that Josiah in doing right in 
the sight of the Lord turned neither 
to the right hand nor to the left (verse 
2). Remember the oft repeated phrases 
in Leviticus, “unto the Lord” and “‘be- 
fore the Lord,’ and the command 
to Abraham, “Walk before me and be 
thou sincere” (Gen, xvil, 1, margin). 
When he was sixteen years old he be 
gan to seek the God of David, his fa- 
| ther, and when he was twenty he be- 
gan to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
| from idols (verse 8), so that he must 
| have sought the Lord according to Jer. 
| xxix, 18. From verse 2 it. would seem 
that he personally superintended the 
| breaking down of the {dol altars, and 
therefore the work would be done thor- 
oughly. Verse 5 refers to the predic: 
| tion of the man of God in I Kings xii, 
2, which we bave already mentioned. 
| Verses 6 and 7 speak of his carrying 
bis cleansing into four of the other 
| tribes and of bis return to Jerusalem, 
| It would seem as if be really did what 
he could to cleanse the land from idol- 
atry and turn the people back to God. 
It was the last call from God for just 
twenty-two years after his death the 
last batch of captives were carried to 
| Babylon, he being succeeded by four 
bad kings, who reigned twenty-two 
| years. 

In the eighteenth year of bis reign, 
when he was twenty-six years old, he 

| began to repair the house of the Lord 
his God (verse 8). Four times in 

| verses 8 to 10 the house is mentioned. 
The tabernacle, for about 500 years, 

| and then the temple were the heart of 
the national life, and at the beginning 
and close of the life on earth of the 
Lord Jesus He cleansed the temple. As 
was their treatment of the temple, so 
was their treatment of God, for there 
He revealed Himself to them. 

If as believers we would cleanse our 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God, we would know more 
fully what it means to be temples of 
the living God, dwelling and walking 
in us and manifesting Himself to us

Lord Macaulay was responsible for 
the first draft of the Indian Penal 
Code and the Code of Criminal Proce- 
dure. Of this, Mr, Fit Stephen 
wrote: “Lord Macaulay great work 
was far too daring and original to be 
accepted at once. It was a draft when | 
he left India in 1838. His successors 
tmade remarks on it for twenty-two 
yeurs. . . . The result of the draft 
and the revision’ has been to repro- 
duce in a concise and even beautiful 
form, the spirit of the law of England | 
—the most technical, the most clumsy, 
and the most bewildering of all sys- 
tems of criminal law, though I think, 
if its principles are fully understood, 
it is the most rational. 

“The Indian Penal Code is to the 
English criminal law what a manufac- 
tured article ready for use is to the 
materials out of which it is made.” 
ptt his high praise seems altogether 
justified when it is remembered that 
the code has to be so clear and free 
from technicalities that it ean be un- 
deistood, and largely administered by 
a native force. That, indeed, was per- 
haps the ehief difficulty. 

The difficulty of getting reliable evi- 
dence in India appears to be colossal. 
Under the Mahommetan law it was 
possible for evidence to be given by 
proxy, and this led to cases of false 
persouation which still occasionally 
occur, the tradition, naturally, dying 
hard.

The crinkled paper must be cut in 
two strips, one longer and narrower 
than the other. ‘The smaller strip 
should measure 12 by 4 inches, and 
the second and outside strip should 
by eighteen inches long by seven inch- 
es broad. Fold the Strips lengthwise 
and cut down widthwise into narrow 
strips running the way of the grain. 
These strips must have their tips slo- 
ped, as they are to represent the petals, 
Néxt lay the narrow strip on the knee 
or on a cloth cushion and hold firmly 
with the left hand. Take the glass 
headed hatpin in the right hand and, 
placing the head on the tip of the 
paper petal, draw the pin head slowly 
toward the base of the strip. The 
paper is more or less stroked into 
turning over like the petals of the 
real flower. The second and wider 
strip is served in the sarne way and is 
then laid on one side. Take up the 
first plece of paper and wind it tightly 
round a small piece of wire, the tip 
of which has been bent to form a hook, 
so that all the petals fall inward over 
one another. Wire this strip first be- 
fore adding the other. ‘Treat the sec- 
ond strip of petals in the same way 
and wire into position, leaving a 
double piece of the stout: wire to form 
the stem. This is covered by winding 
a narrow strip of moss green tissue 
paper down the length and adding a

The last issie of this paper drew at- 
tention to the fact that tisaiclog had 
again appeared in this locality, This 
led.to an investigation on the part of 
the local Department of Agriculture 
and to the procurement of an instru- 
ment for vaccination. 

Black-leg, often termed quarter ill, 
is a rather common disease, of un- 
doubted germ origin, affecting young 
cattle, 

‘Lhe disease appears somewhat sud- 
denly and rarely attacks animals under 
six months or over two years of age; 
it is especially prevalent during the 
months of June, July and August. 

Crackling swellings on the skin of 
the pad) thighs, neck, shoulders, ete,, 
and limbs aboye the knees and hocks, 
which swellings are at first small and 
painful, later becoming cold and in- 
sensible, together with fever, loss of 
appetite and stoppage of rumination 
are all signs of this disease. 

As soon as the disease appears cattle 

under two years of age should be 
promptly changed to another and pre- 
ferably higher pasture. Medical treat- 
ment is not considered satisfactory or 
asarule worth while. Prevention by 
Vaccination is easily applied and is 
now conceded to be very effectiye and 
Hoobly practical, 
_ The instrument used in vaccination 
is simple and inexpensive, costing 50c, 
with mail prepaid; the black-leg vac- 
cine is five cents per dose, These can 
be obtained from the Health of Anim- 
als Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa,
